THE PAYING OF TAXES 


When the question of having 
the installment system of paying 
taxes was - introduced. at .the 
council meeting last Monday 
evening some new light was 
thrown on the matter by the 
Mayor and Clerk. On several 
occasions in the past the Review 
has advocated. the installment 
system, but after hearing the 
matter discussed -at the council 
meeting ~ve are convinced that 
according to Redcliff’s low rate 
of taxes and assessment there 

’ Gs not much need for adopting 
this system here., 

With the single tax system 
now in vogue there is no lot in 
town assessed at more than $4,- 
000 and that is for lots in the 
business section. Taking the 
town as a whole the average as- 
sessment would be in the neigh- 
borhood of $600.00. This would 
mean that the average taxes per 
lot would be about $10.00, 
ineluding water frontage tax 
With this very reasonable taxa- 
tion it does not seem necessary 

Of course 
the question naturally arises, 
“what about people with three, 
four, five, six, ten or twenty 
lots. Why not have the install- 

' ment system for them.” This 
is not necessary either, as such 
people can pay their taxes on 
one, two or three of these lots, 
or as many as they can afford 
to, which amounts to the same 


thing as paying in installments,’ 


and greatly simplifies the book- 
keeping. As well have one or 


two lots clear as a small per~

pay at least one-third of the total 
~amount in each installment, 
Why not then apply it all on one 
lot. In this way he would, if his 
taxes were paid in the specified 
time, be allowed a discount of 
ten per cent on the one lot while 
if he were paying an insallment 


limit the same applies.

The installment system would 
work out all rightin towns and 
cities where improvements were 
assessed and taxes on a building 
ran up to four, five and six hun- 
dred dollars a year, but here it

THE POTATO MARKET 
"A few weeks ago the Review 
advised farmers and townspeople 
"Who had a good cro 
not to neglect harvesting them 
and giving them proper atten- 
tion, because of the then low 
market price. We predicted 
that the price would seon go up 
and this is already. the case, as 
the market price is now 50¢ per 
bushel. We believe they will go 
. considerably higher yet and 
around Christmas they will be 
in great demand. 
‘The reason for the low prices 
_ -@ few weeks ago or in fact éver 
since new potatoes came in was 
that almost every householder 
in the towns and cities had little 
patches of their own, In few 
cases, however, did these people 
have enough to last’ them 
through the winter and even 


now their supply is running out. 
This means that like other years 
they will have to buy their win- 
ter’s supply. 

In the city of Calgary. alone 
over 100,000 bushels were grown 
by privaté individuals, yet the 
papers of that city estimate that 
there will have’ to be between 
$75,000' and./$125,000 worth of 
potatoes imported to see the peo- 
ple through the winter. 

In the past large quantities of 
petatoes have~ been imported 
from the east and from British 
Columbia. “With the tremen- 
dous yield here this year the 
larger centres should have no 
difficulty in- getting supplied 
from within our own. borders. 

There is no. doubt there will 
be a good paying market for 
potatoes from now on.

SCHOOL FALL FAIRS 
Down in Ontario the rural 
and town schools: have struck 
on a novel idea which might well 


be followed by the schools of 
this province. There a number 
of the schools amalamate for the 
purpose of holding what they 
call “School Fall Fairs.” In 


vided with different kinds of 
vegetable and flower seeds, a 
setting of eggs and various other 
things of interest to children in 
a farming community. These 
they take home and care | for 
till fall when the fair is held on 
the grounds of the most central- 
ly located school. The articles 
are exhibited and judged the 
same as fairs held on a larger 
scale and small prizes are 
awarded. Representatives from 
the different agricultural col- 
leges .are also present to give 
addresses and instruction along 
different lines, and a program of: 
sports of various kinds is car- 
ried out. Officers for conduct- 
ing these fairs are selected from 
among the pupils of the different 
schools and the management of 
the whole affair is lett entirely 
in their hands. According to 
eastern papers where this has 
been tried the affair is proving 
most successful not only from 
the standpoint of getting the 
children interested in work 
which will be of service to them 
in after life, but also by getting 
the parents more interested. in 
the children and the schools. 

The idea is a capital one and 
the department of education in 
this province would do well to 
follow the example. —

An agreement between the Anglo- 
French financial commission and the 
American bankers with whom they 
have been conferring over the pro-

During the discussion in 1911 Mr. 
Thomson filied The Transcript. with 
extravagant laudation of the reciproc 
al trade proposals He became vio- 
lent whenever Protection was men- 
tioned. The determination of Canada 
to make other afrangements than 


those approved’ by Mr. Thomson, who 


‘regarded himself as a sort of Consult- 


ing Physician, appointed to watch 
over the body politic, stirred him to 
vituperation. 

He began by declaring that a high- 
er tariff was expected by the “graft- 
ing manufacturers here” and that they 
would be disappointed, The need for 
cheap manufactured goods would 
arise after the war and these would 
not be secured “from our protected 
grafters.” Mr. Thomson in the course 
of his argument (which is a poor 
thing, but his own), intimated that the 
tariff increases compelled by the war 
were demanded by the manufacturers. 
He said, in.his polished manner: 
“These men impudently clamored for 
and obtained from the Borden Gov- 
ernment 74% per:cent. more graft last 
winter. They. persist in maintaining 
prices as high as the tariff permits, 


| They have disgusted the general pub- 


lic by so evincing new selfishness 
iri war-time; by bawling that  pat- 
riotism requires Canadians to buy 


‘Made-in-Canada’ junk, etc., etc, 

Thirty years: ago, perhaps, some 
“Made-in-Canada” goods were junk. 
No man of experience says that to 
day. Mr. Thomson will not get far 
in his. demand for Continentalism, by 
reviling Canadian factories and Can- 
adian workmen.and ‘by undertaking a 
campaign of studied*falsification, Our 
relations with the United States have 
always been complicated by the activ- 
ities of foolish individuals. The anti- 
Imperialist argument was placed be- 
fore the American people incessantly 
during the campaign of 1911 by a 
corps of correspondents, attached 
more or less loosely to the Liberal 
party. Of these few remain to give 
tongue. But Mr. Thomson continues 
to misrepresent the people of Canada. 
He assumes that our electors are the 
private property of the manufacturers, 
retainers of a band of robber-barons.,

FRIENDSHIP, NOT HATRED 


One of the most impertant events of 
the past year was the sympathetic 
understanding which was reached be- 
tween farmers and manufacturers, In 
discussing this, -Canadian Farm, a!

“The farm. is not ‘Woberentiy an- 
tagonistic to the manufacturing in- 
terests.
